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The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 



indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. See MPEP 606.01 . 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

The term "great" in claim 1 line 12 is a relative term that renders the claim indefinite. The 
term "great" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. What a first skilled artisan considers a "great' area may 
differ fi-om what any other skilled artisan considers being "great." (Both the Abstract and the 
specification likewise recite the same phrasing, though the specification gives a sense of the 
intention in describing a solid white screen). 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 



disclosure. 



4. Claims 1-5 appear allowable over the prior art (indefinite claim 1 viewed interpreted in 
hght of the specification and interpreted with assumption of definiteness). The prior art does not

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disclose or suggest setting both brightness adjusting and brightness restraining stages to a 
brightness level less than maximum, by a controller contingent on the state of the power supply.
